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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements filed 5/21/2007; 12/18/2006; 11/21/2006; 
10/6/2006; 3/14/2005; 9/22/2004; and 9/13/2004 have been considered. Reference CA 
has not been considered because a proper date has not been provided. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the shaft positioned 
"through the vaginal wall" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
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Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Priority 

Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) 
or under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c) is acknowledged. Applicant has not complied 
with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an earlier filing date under 35 
U.S.C. 120 as follows: 

The later-filed application must be an application for a patent for an invention 
which is also disclosed in the prior application (the parent or original nonprovisional 
application or provisional application). The disclosure of the invention in the parent 
application and in the later-filed application must be sufficient to comply with the 
requirements of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112. See Transco Products, Inc. v. 
Performance Contracting, Inc., 38 F.3d 551, 32 USPQ2d 1077 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

The disclosure of the prior-filed application, Application Nos. 10/015,114, 
09/023,965 and 60/038,171 fails to provide adequate support or enablement in the 
manner provided by the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12 for one or more claims of this 
application. The prior disclosures do not provide enablement for a method wherein a 
shaft is percutaneously inserted and through the vaginal wall or associating a sling 
assembly to the shaft extending through the vaginal wall. 
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This application repeats a substantial portion of prior Application No. 10/015,114, 
filed 1 1/12/2001 and adds and claims additional disclosure not presented in the prior 
application. Since this application names an inventor or inventors named in the prior 
application, it may constitute a continuation-in-part of the prior application. Should 
applicant desire to obtain the benefit of the filing date of the prior application, attention is 
directed to 35 U.S.C. 120 and 37 CFR 1.78. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 157-191 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. A method including inserting a shaft 
percutaneously and through the vaginal wall or associating a sling assembly to the 
shaft extending through the vaginal wall. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 157-164, 167-171, 174-179, 182-188 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Kammerer et al (2002/0188169). 

Claim 157-164, 167-171, 174-179 and 182-186 - a guide needle, curved shaft, - 
110- is inserted as claimed, a sling -12- is associated with the needle, and the shaft is 
withdrawn to position the sling under the urethra. Element -120- is an element for 
receiving the distal end of the shaft, element -124- is a channel for receiving the sling 
assembly, and pin -122- is used to lock the shaft and sling assembly by twisting the two 
relative to each other. 

Claim 187 - needle -10- is an extension. 

Claim 188 - the opening at the distal end of lumen -120- is an aperture.
